cultural College and Professor Barton 
are agreed, however, that unless the 
udder is over distended there is little 
or no advantage to be gained by milk- 
ing three times a day. These auth- 
orities are quoted in the September 
number of the Agricultural Gazette 
of Canada. Professor Wade Toole 
also contributed to a solution of the 
same problem by giving results of 
tests made at the Ontario Agricultural 
College. These tests are to be con- 
tinued and Professor Toole hopes to 
be able to give a more definite opin- 
ion another year than he does at pres- 
ent. In the mean time he shows that 
three high-class pure-bred cows gave 
more by thrice than by twice milking 
a day. His present conclusions how- 
ever, are the same as those of Pro- 
fessors Barton and Trueman.
